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REMARKS 

Favorable consideration, examination, and allowance of the present patent 
application are respectfully requested. The foregoing amendments are made to fiirtlaer 
advance prosecution. No new matter has been entered. 

Applicant and Applicant's representative greatly appreciate the very helpflil 
intervievi'^ held with the Examiner on May 1 3, 2008. Tlie amendments above, and the 
comments below have been made in consideration of this discussion. The Intemew 
Summaiy Form adequately i-eflects the substance of the interview. 

Entry of Amendment 

During the interview, the Examiner asked for a detailed explanation of why the 
amendment made at the time of filing the Request for Continued Examination does not 
contain New Matter. Specifically, the Examiner asked for Applicants to point to specific 
support for the change from "SEQ ID NO: 4" to "SEQ ID NO: 5" in claim 1 0. In 
paragraph [0030] of the specification, the source of the sMMO gene is described, with 
reference to both the GenBank sequence and the report of tlie sequence in the literatiue. 
This sequence, that encoding sMMO, is designated in the instant application as "SEQ ID 
NO: 5" (see line 8 of paragraph [0030]). It is clear in the original claims that the 
sequence to be expressed in tlie claimed method is that of soluble-type MMO, or sMMO, 
which is referred to in line 4 of claim 1, As this is a known sequence which has been 
reported in the literature and registered with GenBank, and it is clear from the 
specification and original claims that the sMMO gene is to be expressed in the cells of the 
claimed method, it is clear that the sequence identifier in claim 10 should be SEQ ID NO: 
5. Fiirthermore, it is clear that the sequence depicted in SEQ ID NO: 4 is that of a probe, 
and does not encode a full-length protein, that is, this is clearly an error. It is cleai" that 
the correct recitation of the DNA encoding sMMO is "SEQ ID NO: 5", Enti'y thereof is 
respectfully requested.
